p rev io u s effo rts at land and air 
d isarmament hav e been wrecked 
is the tense feeling, a legacy 
fro m the Wo rld War, between 
the d efeated natio ns and the 
co ntinental p o wers which fo u ght 
o n the winning sid e o r o we their 
ex istence to the p eace treaties 
end ing the co nflict. 
Beneath the su rface, Eu ro p e 
since the war has been array ed 
in 
two 
o p p o sing 
camp s—the 
fo rces o f the statu s q u o estab­ 
lished by the p eace treaties and 
the p o wers d ed icated to rev isio n 
o f tho se co mp acts, the mo st fa­ 
mo u s o f which was that d rawn 
u p at the p alace o f Versailles 
with the aid o f Presid ent Wo o d ­ 
ro w Wilso n bu t rejected by the 
American senate. 
France o n the o ne hand and 
Germany o n the o ther stand in 
the fo refro nt o f these two clash­ 
ing fo rces. Their refu sal to y ield 
o n essential p o ints co mbined 
with French fears that her o ne­ 
time enemy wo u ld again beco me 
a mighty military p o wer hav e 
again and again balked effo rts 
at real red u ctio ns in armaments, 
and hav e kep t Eu ro p e in a state 
o f armed tensio n. 
Und er the Versailles treaty , 
Germany was limited to an army 
o f 100,000, strip p ed o f all p o w­ 
erfu l weap o ns o f war, d enied the 
right to make gu ns o r ammu ni­ 
tio n and o therwise sho rn o f the 
might 
which 
challenged 
the 
wo rld in 1914. 
Bu t at the v ery beginning o f 
the sectio n o f the treaty which 
imp o sed these restrictio ns it was 
set fo rth that they were p re­ 
scribed as a p art o f a mo v e to 
red u ce the armed fo rces o f all 
natio ns. 
On this p ro v isio n the German 
go v ernment — esp ecially t he 
stro ng natio nalistic regime o f 
Ad o lf Hitler—was based an in­ 
creasingly insistent d emand that 
the 
natio ns 
near 
her 
fu lfill 
their co mp act and red u ce their 
arms o r else 
allo w Germany 
herself to take u p the p o werfu l 
weap o ns o f war which hav e been 
d enied her. 
This demand, co upled with the

France and its allies—the lit­ 
tle entente co mp rising Czecho ­ 
slo v akia, Ju go slav akia and Ru ­ 
mania; Po land and Belgiu m— 
were relu ctant to lay asid e the 
v ery weap o ns the p o ssessio n o f 
which enable them to ho ld the 
restrictiv e 
p ro v isio ns 
o f

p eace treaty o n Germany and 
its o ne-time allies, if no t by 
sheer p o wer o f bay o net at least 
by the stro ng p ersu asiv e fo rce 
which their p o ssessio n inv o lv es. 
It was this head -o n co llisio n 
between the o p p o sing d esires o f 
the French and German gro u p s

ap p eal to the so v erigns and the 
p resid ents o f all natio ns 
and 
thro u gh them to wo rld p u blic 
o p inio n. 
The stro ng, fo rce o f the mo bil­ 
ized

aro u sed 
by 
a 
straight-fo rward statem ent o f 
ho w to acco mp lish p ractical d is­ 
arm am ent was cred ited by many 
here with the co nciliato ry to ne 
o f Hitler in his ad d ress to the 
Reichstag y esterd ay . 
Fiance no w is regard ed as the 
natio n which ho ld s the key to 
su ccess, p ro v id ed Hitler’s wo rd s 
are bo rne o u t by the d eed s o f his 
d elegates at Genev a. Bu t befo re 
France agrees to any su bstan­ 
tial scrap p ing o f armaments, 
tho se who kno w her established 
p o licy well realize the insistent 
d emand s o f her citizenry fo r as- 
su fance o f secu rity against an ­ 
o ther attack like that o f 1914 
will lead her to d emand co mp en­ 
sato ry safegu ard s in the fo rm o f 
co ncrete gu arantees fro m o u t­ 
sid e her bo rd ers.
